We have a 
policy whereby Sally and Deb can be contacted by par- 
ents out of session times to discuss anything which may 
arise. We also organise several parent consultation eve- 
nings throughout the year so that parents can be kept 
informed of their child’s progress and ask any questions 
they may have. 

In the term after their 4th birthdays children are en- 
titled to up to 5 free sessions per week under the Nurs- 
ery Grant Scheme. If you would like information about 
the scheme or would like to make an appointment for a 
visit, we would love to meet you and your child; please 
contact us.

This hospital discharge scheme, managed by Care Net- 
work with joint Health and Social Services funding, is 
currently seeking volunteers.
